As to the cause or origin of the “cancer animalcule” themselves, it is a fact, 
observes Prof. N., in conclusion, that the 11 decomposition of organic bodies 
always gives rise to the production of other organic bodies, whose particular 
form and character depend on the greater or less rapidity with which the 
decomposition progresses, as well as upon the particular constituents of the 
substance undergoing decomposition. 

“We have long maintained that cancerous animalcule owe their origin to a 
gradual decomposition of certain parts where obstructions occur in

-which produces the necessary degree of obstruction. A large majority of 
cancers can be usually traced, by patients, to blows received sometime 
previous to their manifestation. Others cannot be satisfactorily traced to any 
cause.
